holding the hind legs. Tho operator se 
lects a ram lamb first, and using an iron 
for castration returns it to a boy, who. 
replaces it in u wood tire aud ltands back 
the "tailing iron," an instrument about . 
£4 iuches wide at one end. with a thin 
cutting edge, having n handle about II 
or 15 inches long, heated sufficiently t. 
cauterize. 

Tho proper joint having boon selocteil 
the ojieratof presses the iron upon the 
tail, which comes off instantly, and then 
the same instrument sears the veins it 
necessary. A ewe lamb is handed uj: i 
immediately, and with tho instrument, 
the tail is removed without further heat- 
ing, und this goes ou alternately, tlm- { 
saving time. Bleeding after docking ik ! 
never kttowu with this process.

Cleveland Steps in and I’p; 

Harrison l)nv»ii ami Out 

Amid a Larger Flourish of Trumpets 
Than Ever Before. 

With tho Accompaniment of a 
Blinding Snowstorm, 

THE PARADE NOT NEAR SO LARGE 
AS WAS EXPECTED 

OWING TO A IKRT KIIMU'.N CHASCK 
IN Til K WIATIIKK. 

The Four Lrndlnt Feature* of InauRiira- 
lion Ilsy Are tlie ('Inxing Hours of I on- 
E rei>, tile Kliles to ami From the Capitol 
anil the Iniviigitritl Hull In the I'enxlnn 
llulhllnc l'vrr;lhiu( Kuafteil Accord- 
liiB to a Program Arranged Some Time 
Ago, Kreept II hat Changes Were Neces- 
sitated hy the Inclement Weather— The 
II I II Clo-e* at Midnight. 

Washington, March 4. — Saturday 
Grover Cleveland of Nt w York, thrice 
nominated for president «»f the United 
States and twice elected, was success- 
fully inducted into that high office for 
his second term with all appropriate 
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ceremonies and the gathering of a 
mighty multitude, and with the ac- 
companiment of a blinding snowstorm. 
ButJ notwithstanding every disadvant- 
age of the weather, the la-t occasion 
was greater than the first. 

Had the atmospheric condition lteen 



anything like favorable, instead of lieing 
as bad as could possibly he. there would 
probably have been tte.inio meidand a 



number of ladies marching or riding in 
the parade, as against 25,000 in 
They were all here waiting to fall in 
line, but at the last moment many of 
the organizations were compelled to de- 
* sist from participating. Nevertheless, 
the occasion was made memorable by 
the vast attendance. 

The governors of eleven great states — 
New York. New Jersey. Connecticut, 
Massachusetts. Pennsylvania, Mary- 
land, Louisiana. Georgia. North Caro- 
lina. South Carolina and Wisconsin — 
participated in the national ceremonies 
and thereby emphasized the complete 
restoration i f i .itional unity. 

Mere iuten “ting and significant thr.n 
this, perhaps, in the eyes of other na- 
tions and flic historian, were th** mar- 
vellous growth of the country in popu- 
lation and power, and the fact that ttiis 
momentous and majestic change in the 
government of 65 ,(hi0.imai of people was 
wrf omplisind according to a cut-and- 
IrvNl formula, every step of which was 
planned iltyd publicly announced liefore - 1 
hand, and \viihont noticeable disturb- 
ance of public interests or the creation 
of any e.v-vinenf cxc. pt that naturally 
accompanying a gri jt* political pageant 
and the iutfux of two or three hundred 
thousand sightseers into tli<* capital. 

«_ The order of proceeding was almost 
ideiitlLV.ly the same as four years ago. . 
with the a fjon of the chief partici- 
pants reversed, and it differed very lit- 
tle, except in tie- extent of the demon- 
stration. from the ceremonies of eight 
Years ago. which brought Mr. Cleve- 
land to Washington (on the 2d of 
March, 1 h,k.->). for the first time in his 
public cure -r. 

There are four great leading features 
of inauguration day — the ( losing hours 
of congress, into which so much law- 
making and history are frequently 
crowded; the ride of the retiring presi- 
dent and the president and vice presi- 
dent-elect. with their military escort, 
from the White House to the Capitol to 
lay down iutd take up the reins of power 
respectively; the pageant of the return- 
ing procession and review after the cer- 
emonies of inauguration are over, and 
the inauguration ball at night. 

Sim e blunt old John Adams, gripsack 
in hand, "slid" out of the White House 
in the early morning dawn of March 4, ; 
to avoid extending to his hated rival, 
Thomas Jefferson, the hospitalities of 
the executive mansion, there has been 
no break in the uniform courtesy ex- 
tended every four or eight years by the 
retiring chief to his successor, unless 
there bo excepted the personal misun- 
derstanding which arose between Pres- 
ident Andrew Johnson and General 
Grant in th« last days of the former’s 
administration, which made their inter- 
course a frigid formality. In this year 
of grace conttesy tietwc n the outgoing 
and incoming powers has reigned su- 
preme. 

The scene along the line of march 
was such as uo city but Washington 
and uo streets

Templar conclave three years ago. and 
tho ’ ( ncainpment of the Grand j 
Army of the Republic last y> ar had 1 
prepared the city to rt .vivo ami accom- 
modate crowds. but no such vast con- 
course as this over before gathered in 
the nation's capital. 

Every foot of standing room along 
the route of the procession, fully two: 
miles in length, was occupied by win* I 
dows commanding a view of the parade 
brought fabulous prices, and advan- 
tageous seats on the public stands com- 
manded pri <-s ranging from $T» up and 
down. 

The main stRiid, from which Presi- 
dent Cleveland reviewed the parade, 
was erected immediately in front of the 
White House. It was 130 feet long and 
quite deep and had a conifortel le seat- 
ing capacity of 1,100 persons. (Wo more 
than the corrcsjsm.ling stand erected 
on the same site for the inauguration 
of President Harrison. It was decorat- 
ed with effective taste. In the center 
was an arch 42 feet high handsomely 
drafted and surmounted by the arms of 
the United States. 

The vast treasury building was com- 
pletely walled ill with stands. 

On all the little parks and public res- 
ervations on the line of march, anil on 
every other available point, stands were 
erected. 

Profiting liy past, experience, and 
bearing in mind the discomfort occa- 
sioned by the wretched weather of four 
years ago. nearlv all of the stands were 
made both wind and waterproof, and 
thus afforded lar more pleasant shelter 
than ever before. All were gorgeously 
decorated. 

Capitol Hill, as far as tho eye could 
reach, from tho eastern front of the 
Capitol was an undnlating sea of 
humanity a-wm tiled to witmes the ad- 
ministering of the oath of office to the 
new president by the chief justice of 
the United Mates hiuI to hear, as many 
of them as could get within earshot, the 
inaugural address. The picturesque 
end thoroughly Republican practice of 
taking the oath of office and delivering 
the inaugural address in the ojicn air in 
the presence of the people was liegun 
hv Zachary Taylor iu imp. Previously 
the inaugural address had been read in 
the senate chamber. 

The installation of every president, 
elected as such hy the people, has been 
attendisl by more or less ot a civic and 
military parade, the firing of cannon 
and other manifestations of public re- 
joicing. 

In the matter < .f weather the inaugu- 
rations of William Henry Harrison. 
Polk. Lincoln, Grant, Hayes ami R**n- 
jarnin Harrison alone were marred by 
storms and rain. All the other prest- 
dt nts were favored with sunshine, some 
even with balmy warmth. 

Tlt«* l*itru«lr 

was greater in nnmbers and more im- 
posing in militaryand civic display than 
that of any previous inauguration. 
General Martin F. McMahon of New 
York was grand marshal. He was ably 
assisted by his adjutant general. Colonel 
H. C. Corbin. U. K. A. 

The escorting division was composed 
of artillery, cavalry and infantry of the 
regular army, drawn from the garri- 
sons of Fort Monroe, Fort Meyer and 
Fort McHenry, and the marines from 
the Washington navy yard, with the 
admirably drilled national guard of the 
district, the high school cadet regiment 
ami other local organizations. 

They assembled in the neighborhood of 
tl White Hou«e and the war, state and 
navy department building and formed 
in columns of sections of 12 each. 
They marched down the avenue, accom- 



panying tho pr ddi nti.il party from the 
White House to the Capitol prior to the 
inauguration. All the rest of the pa- 
rade assembled below the Capitol and 
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lions. The bicycle cltilw of Washing- 
ton brought up the rear.

In this formation the division escorted 
the president to the capitol. 

At the conclusion of the inaugural 
address the grand march began. Presi- 
dent Cleveland reviewing the procession 
from the south side of Pennsylvania 
avenue, immediately in front of the 
executive mansion. 

A detailed and itemized report of the 
great parade is. of course, impossible 
when enumeration of the various regi- 
ments, companies, posts and civic or- 
ganizations participating occupies three 
newspaper columns. 

The civic half of the parade was fully 
as numerous and as interesting as the 
: military display. 

! The civic procession, under the mar- 
shalship ot Colonel William Dickson, 
was in six divisions and aggregated more 
than 20 , (hM) men, and quite a noticeble 
dash of lady equestrians.
